While in England Miss Brown satis- 
fied a long-cherished ambition and 
spent two years on the stage with a 
stock company at Folkstone, 
which time she acted character parts. 

At Ottawa she was employed in a 
rental library which was run in con- 
nection with a department store.

AGREEMENT—CANADA'S 
QUOTA 200 MILLION 


LONDON.—The world wheat con- 


ference, after many weeks of nego- 
tiation, finally reached an agreement. 
It sets a maximum of 560,000,000) 


bushels for export from the chief ex- 
porting nations, including Canada, and 
fixes a tentative four-month average 
world price at which the chief import- 
ing nations will undertake to reduce 
their customs duties. 


This world price level, to be attained | 


before the importing countries are 
asked to revise tariffs, is roughly 93 
cents a bushel in Canadian funds. On 
the basis the price is being taken, the 
prevailing price will have to increase 
around 16 per cent.

Curtail Production 
In addition to setting a maximum 
for exports from the big overseas pro- 
ducers, the Danubian Basin exporters 
and Soviet Russia, and fixing the 
world price level to measure customs 
reductions, the agreement calls for 
guarantees against increased domestic 
production in the importing countries. 
They also undertake to maintain the 

quality of their breadstuffs. 


For the year 1933-24 the exporting 
countries agree that the export max- 
imum allotted between them should be 
560,000,000 bushels. For the following 
year, 1934-35. the exporting countries, 
with the exception of the Soviet Union, 
agree to reduce their production by 
15 per cent. 

The representative of Russia stated 
that whi'e the Soviet would sign the 
agreement. the Soviet was not enter- 
ing into the agreement te limit pro- 
duction. It was entering into 
agreement as between the exporting 
countries to limit its export to certain 
figures. The Danubian states, chief 
Européan exporters, made declarations 
in the same sense.

THOROUGH AIR CIRCULATION 
NECESSARY TO KEEP STORED 
POTATOES IN GOOD CONDITION 


Careless storing of wet potatoes is 
Lresponsible for unnecessary annual 
ljosses. Potatoes ought to be stored 
ldry in a cool, well ventilated cellar 
which is perfectly dark. Piling pota- 
toes in heaps in warm and poorly 
| ventilated cellars creates the most 
favorable conditions for rotting. Be- 
|fore placing the potatoes in a cellar, 
wooden slats, slightly apart, should be 
|nailead about six inches or more from 
| the wall, and a temporary floor with 
cracks between the boards should be 
liaid about six inches above the per- 
|manent floor. This will ensure air to 
|circulate around and under the pile of 
|potatoes. If it should so happen that 
| the pile has to be very large, square 
| ventilators made of wooden slats and 
running from top to bottom of the 
pile should be put in here and there. 
Together with the circulation of air at 
the sides and at the bottom of the 
pile, these ventilators will keep the 
potatoes in a much better condition 
than if they were in a solid pile. 

Another good plan recommended by 
lthe Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture is to keep the potatoes in large 
lerates made with slats, the ventila- 
tion between the crates assisting very 
much in keeping the potatoes in good 
condition. The temperature of the 
storehouse or cellar should be kept as 
nearly 33 or 35 degrees Fahrenheit as 
possible. :

The fastest railway service ever 
operated in the United Kingdom is 
that of the London and North Eastern 
since July 17 this year.
